Government, He also supposed that they 
sent more’ students than any other part 
of China. And in the presence of His 
Excellency there that. day they found 
very good augury and they hoped. the 
youth of Canton and the whole. of the 
Provinee would be ‘encouraged to come 
there to complete their education. Tho 
previous day the. Governor of Kwangtung 
had seut them .a beautiful vase a3 o 
inemorial of his interest in what they did, 

Bpeaking generally, the ‘Vice- Chancellor 
said that during the four years’ ‘existence 
of: the University it had been. revealed 
to them that they met. with’ general 
sympathy both in Hongkong and China. 

Et would take: a long, time’ if he wero 
to enumeraty to: them all. the’ marke of 
encouragement they had received, and the 
beticfactions and donations which had 
been given to them. However, he must 
leg themn know of the latest benefaction 
they had reocived.: ‘They ‘all knew Mr: 
Ho. Fook—(applause)—whom they ‘were 
glad to see amongst them that. day. ‘He 
had already established, in conjunction 
with others, a medical scholarship in. the 
University, and now he had presented’ 
them with a beautiful mace, which if it 
had not~been® for the difficulties’ of 
shipping and transport, would have been 
prominent in the ceremony that day, and 
lie on the table in front of the Chancellor. 

But Mr, Ho Fook had given them’ some- 

thing at least equal to the mace. This 
wag contained in a letter from Mr. Ho 
Fook-which read-:—‘' Understanding that 
the accommodation seb apart in. the 
University of Hongkong for the teaching 
of physiology is inadequate to:cope with 
the work, and the want of an up-to-date 
school of physiology hag long been felt by 
the trained medical students, I have tho 
honour to inform you that in'the event of 
tho-Council of the University deciding to 
build such 5 school, I shall be pleased 
to pay.towards the cost of the building 
a sum of $50,000.” (Applause.) He (Bir 
Charles): did not think he would be ex- 


. coeding his duty ‘if he offered Mr. Ho 


Fook the sincere thanks of the University 
for hia most generous donation. (Ap- 


plause.) That would mean much to them. 
They had a good redical schoo} there, 
along with a building for the study of 
anatomy added to it. Some of the other 
laboratories, especially that of physiology; 
were too small, and in the atudy of medi- 
eine there they had not to compete with 
small schools; they had to compete 
with Yery formidable organisations as far 
ag teaching medicine went; they. had the 
great. schools which. the Americans’ were 
establishing in various parts of China.

THE FIRST DEGREE DAY AT 
HONGKONG UNIVERSITY. . 


Somesopy once remarked: that if. two 
Englishmen. were shipwrecked upon 
desert island the first thing they would do 
would be to prepare a cricket pitch, that 
if two Americans found themselves. in 
similar circumstances they would form o 
trust, and that two Germans would set 


about establishing 2 University. . This. is, | 


of course, ‘an exaggerated view of the 
national : characteristics of the three 
peoples, but, like many .caricatures, it, 
‘contains some traces of the irulh. “Moro 
especially was the contrast between the 
British and the German outlooks correct 
before the war, and it was even more 
marked twenty or thirty years age. In 
Great Britain there were only about half- 
a-dozen Universities at the end of the 
fineteenth century, and for hundreds of 
years Oxford: and Cambridge were the 
only centres of higher education in Eng- 
land. These seats of learning hiad the 
advantages, and also. disadvantages, of 
ancient traditions; and. we have been 
frequently reminded since the commence- 
‘ment of the war. of the fact that they 


“Thave profoundly influenced tho ‘training 


of the men in the.British Civil Service. 
Most people now agree that some reforma-. 
‘tion is needed so that-thoss. who govern 
ug may have some knowledge, at least, of 
the world in. which they live; in other 
wards, they must learn a little about the 
elementary. laws: of science. A great 
influence in bringing sbout this. change 
in public opinion has been the, creation, 
of the modern Universities in Manchester, | 
Liverpool, Birmingham; Bristol and other 
provincial cities in England.. These new 
universities. have proved that there 
are large numbers of young. men 
and women: auxious for. the opportunity 
of further study in all branches of know-
